The  Alumni  Fund  Begins  its 
Second  Decade 

IT  has  now  been  ten  years  since  the  Alumni  Fund  was 
inaugurated.  No  undertaking  in  connection  with  the 
college  has  so  strikingly  justified  itself,  or  played  a  more 
important  part  in  the  upbuilding  and  progress  of  the 
institution.  Of  necessity,  what  we  say  now  is  much  in  the 
way  of  repetition,  for  it  has  been  the 
practice  of  the  editors  since  the  first 
year  of  the  Fund,  in  the  October 
issue  of  the  Record,  to  bring  it  to 
the  attention  of  the  alumni,  an- 
nouncing that,  with  that,  issue  the 
next  fund  was  being  launched.  By 
this  means  we  emphasize  its  success, 
importance,  the  increasing  interest 
shown  by  the  Alumni,  and  the  sub- 
stantial aid  in  this  way  contributed 
to  the  operation  of  the  college. 

It  is  felt  that  reiteration  of  the 
accomplishments  of  the  undertaking 
will  not  come  amiss,  and  will  give 
further  assurance,  if  that  be  needed, 
to  the  Alumni  of  the  meaning  of 
their  continued  interest,  and  en- 
couragement to  the  administration. 
However,  since  the  Record  is  the 
organ  of  the  Alumni,  the  editors  feel 
that  they  are  in  fact  speaking  for 
that  body  as  a  whole. 

The  Fund  is  headed  up  this  year 
by  Robert  W.  Lawson,  Class  of  '30, 
now  a  prominent  lawyer  in  Charles- 
ton, W.  \'a.,  and  an  outstanding 
leader  while  a  student  here.  The 
College  has  a  no  more  loyal  or  de- 
voted son,  and  we  bespeak  for  him 
unqualified  and  generous  support.

Professor  Macon  Reed  Retires 

THE  tidings  that  Professor  Macon  Reed,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Mathematics  since  1922,  having 
reached  retirement  age,  is  to  retire  this  fall,  and  will  move 
to  Columbia,  S.  C,  came  as  a  distinct  shock  and  brought 


sorrow  to  his  many  friends. 

During  the  28  years  which  he  has  lived  among  us,  and 
so  admirably  carried  on  his  work  as  professor  of  mathe- 
matics, he  has  won  a  place  in  the  regard  of  faculty, 
students,  and  residents  of  the  Hill,  never  excelled  by 
anyone. 

From  1923  to  1936  he  was  College  Dean,  the  duties  of 
which  he  discharged  with  conspicuous  ability.  He  had 
the  faculty  to  a  marked  degree  of 
understanding  young  men,  with  a 
sympathetic  appreciation  of  their 
problems. 

While  enjoying  the  affection  and 
confidence  of  the  hundreds  of  stu- 
dents who  came  under  his  direction 
and  guidance,  at  the  same  time  he 
was  not  lacking  in  firmness.  Ever 
ready  with  his  wise  counsel,  and  al- 
ways holding  up  before  them  the 
highest  ideals,  he  did  much  to  shape 
the  characters  of  these  young  men. 
Professor  Reed  is  a  born  mathe- 
matician, and  has  the  ability  in  his 
teaching  to  make  crystal  clear  intri- 
cate problems  to  his  students,  even 
those  not  endowed  with  mathe- 
matical minds.  With  wonderful 
patience,  he  aided  and  encouraged 
those  who  found  it  difficult  to  keep 
pace  with  their  more  apt  fellow 
students. 

His  two  sons,  Macon  Reed,  Jr., 
and  Frederick  Venable  Reed,  gradu- 
ated here  in  the  Classes  of  193  i  and 
1938,  respectivel)-.  He  and  his 
gracious  wife,  the  former  Louise 
Campbell,  of  Charleston,  W.  Va., 
have  contributed  immeasurably  to 
the  social  life  of  the  community,  and 
their  hospitable  home  has  always  been  open  to  students, 
former  students,  and  friends.  For  a  number  of  years  he 
has  been  elder  in  the  College  Church  and  active  in  its 
affairs. 

But  that  for  which   Macon    Reed   is  best   known   and 

remembered  is  his  unfailing  kindness.    To  do  a  kindness 

without  regard  to  any  inconvenience  to  himself  is  as  much 

a  part  of  the  man  as  any  member  of  his  physical  body. 

It   has   been    hoped    that   when    he   finally   decided    to 
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retire,  he  and  Mrs.  Reed  would  establish  their  home  at 
Hampden-Svdnev,  where  his  friends  would  still  have  hini 
near,  and  where 'he  might  be  called  upon  for  advice  and 
counsel  in  connection  with  the  affairs  of  the  college  and 
community.  Though  with  mind  and  body  unimpaired, 
and  fully  capable  of  teaching  for  a  number  of  years,  since 
he  still  feels  that  he  and  Mrs.  Reed  should  move  to 
another  state  at  this  time,  the  good  wishes  of  the  whole 
cominunitv  go  with  him,  and  they  bespeak  for  him  and 
Mrs.  Reed  many  happy  years  in  their  new  home.  It  is 
hoped,  too,  from  the  bottom  of  our  hearts  that  we  can 
look  forward  to  frequent  returns  to  Hampden-Sydney, 
where  he  and  Mrs.  Reed  will  always  have  the  warmest 
of  welcomes. 

"The  Korean  Incident" 

Thr  United  Nations  Put  Armed  Forces  in  the  Conflict 

IT  is  felt  that  the  war  in  Korea  cannot  be  passed  by 
without  some  comment.  In  some  way,  this  and  other 
colleges  must  be  affected.  To  most  of  us  this  country  has 
been  no  more  than  a  small  area  lying  across  the  Pacific, 
thousands  of  miles  away.  To  others  it  has  been  but  a 
name. 

Now,  and  for  the  past  two  months  and  more,  it  has 
occupied  first  place  in  our  newspapers  and  on  the  radio. 
Commentators  whose  names  were  familiar  during  the 
Second  World  War  and  had  been  all  but  forgotten,  are 
back  on  the  air.  Once  more  we  find  ourselves  compelled 
to  brush  up  on  our  geography,  and  no  doubt  many  were 
amazed  to  learn  that  Korea  is  a  peninsula  about  twice  the 
size  of  Virginia,  with  a  population  of  30  millions,  eight 
times  that  of  our  own  state. 

The  conflict  is  one  of  no  inconsiderable  proportions. 
What  it  may  lead  to  is  a  matter  of  the  utmost  gravity.  It 
is  hard  fought,  bloody,  and  costly,  with  most  of  the  entire 
burden  borne  by  the  United  States,  whose  forces  with  un- 
surpassed courage,  against  overwhelming  numbers,  fight 
under  the  flag  of  the  United  Nations.  It  was  imperative 
that  the  United  Nations  should  not  permit  unchallenged 
this  wanton  aggression  by  the  North  Koreans  against 
their  kindred  south  of  the  38th  parallel,  in  an  unprovoked 
attack,  inspired,  fomented  and  armed — scarcely  without 
doubt — by  that  arch  and  perfidious  enemy  of  Demo- 
cratic Government — one  might  say  of  mankind — Soviet 
Russia. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  confine  the  conflict  within 
the  limits  of  Korea  and  by  every  means  to  avoid  a  third 
World  War,  the  consequences  of  which  will  mean  wide- 
spread destruction  throughout  the  greater  part  of  the 
world  itself.  Once  such  a  war  is  unloosed,  the  atom  bomb 
will  come  into  play  used  by  both  sides  with  appalling 
havoc  on  every  continent. 

Let  it  be  hoped  that  such  a  calamity  will  be  averted. 
But  should  the  worst  come,  Hampden-Sydney  men  will 
be  found  ready  to  take  their  part,  and  the  college  itself 
again  prepared  to  place  its  equipment  and  facilities  un- 
reservedly at  the  disposal  of  the  Government. 

Miss  Martha  Watkins  Gaines 

The  death  of  Miss  Martha  Watkins  Gaines,  of  "Do- 
Well,"  Charlotte  County,  removes  a  staunch  friend  of 
Hampden-Sydney;  one  whose  family  has  been  connected 


with  the  College  from  its  foundation  in  1775.  She  was 
born  October  2,  1855,  and  died  on  June  10,  1950.  She  was 
buried  in  the  family  plot  at  "Do- Well." 

She  and  her  sister,  Miss  Elizabeth  V.  Gairies,  were 
liberal  contributors  to  the  College;  their  brother,  Clement 
Carrington  Gaines,  was  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney, 
Class  of  1875;  their  grandfather.  Captain  William  Morton 
Watkins,  was  graduated  in  the  famous  Class  of  1 791.  He 
was  prominent  as  a  citizen  and  for  more  than  thirty  years 
served  as  a  Trustee  of  the  College. 

Many  other  ancestors  might  be  mentioned,  including 
Nathaniel  Venable  of  "Slate  Hill,"  one  of  the  first  Trus- 
tees of  the  College. 


A  Landmark  Disappears 

Many  former  students  will  remember  a  large  red  oak 
tree  which  stood  a  little  to  the  left  of  Memorial  Gate  in 
the  yard  of  what  was  many  years  ago  the  residence  of 
President  Mcllwaine,  and  now  housing  the  Alumni 
Offices  and  Lounge.  This  tree  stood  so  near  the  old  fence 
along  the  main  road  through  the  village  that  when  the 
old  was  replaced  by  a  new  one,  some  fifty-five  years  ago,  it 
was  necessary  to  cut  a  groove  on  the  side  of  this  tree  next  to 
the  highway,  in  order  that  the  lowest  iron  pipe  of  the  three 
which  constituted  the  rails  of  the  fence,  could  be  placed 
at  that  point  without  bending  the  pipe.  This  fence  had 
locust  posts  with  the  iron  pipes  running  through  them. 

As  the  years  passed  the  tree  grew  so  that  the  pipe  at 
that  point  was  completely  covered;  in  fact,  it  appeared 
that  the  rail  had  run  through  the  tree  from  the  beginning. 
One  might  wonder  how  this  rail  got  into  the  tree,  as 
King  George  III  is  said  to  have  wondered  how  the  apple 
got  inside  the  dumpling. 

On  the  afternoon  of  July  12,  in  a  violent  electric  storm, 
this  tree  was  struck  by  a  bolt  of  lightning  and  split  from 
where  the  branches  began  some  twenty-five  feet  above  the 
ground,  to  the  very  roots.  In  a  few  days  the  whole  tree  had 
been  cut  down  and  carried  away.  The  stump,  measuring 
four  feet  in  diameter,  still  remains  and  holds  within  its 
grasp  the  iron  pipe  firmly  imbedded  in  it.  It  was  found 
also  that  the  tree  was  badly  decayed  on  the  inside,  though 
outwardly  apparently  sound. 

One  dislikes  greatly  to  see  a  grand  old  tree — a  land- 
mark— fall,  for,  as  Joyce  Kilmer  says:  "only  God  can 
make  a  tree."  That  being  so,  the  Almighty  would  certainly 
have  a  right  to  destroy  one  of  his  creations  with  a  blind- 
ing bolt  of  lightning  from  his  arsenal  in  the  skies.

I  am  writing  this  letter  on  the  first  day  of  September. 
The  improvements  which  started  last  summer  continue. 
The  campus  is  still  a  place  of  intense  activity.  A  new 
athletic  field  has  been  prepared,  and  extensive  work  has 
been  done  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the  campus 
across  from  the  library,  and  from  the 
top  of  the  hill  to  Miss  Minnie  Lacy's.

14.  The  game  is  with  Johns  Hopkins.  Remember  espe- 
cially the  meeting  for  the  Alumni  and  their  families  at  half 
after  eleven.  This  gathering  has  become  one  of  the  most 
delightful  of  the  year.  I  am  exceedingly  glad  to  say  that 
Colonel  Benjamin  W.  V'enable,  '15,  will  make  the  address. 

We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  "Bob"  Lawson,  "30, 
for  the  new  Chairman  of  the  Alumni  Fund.  Bob,  now  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  is  one  of  our  most 
loyal  alumni.  He  is  going  to  do  a  fine  job.  He  succeeds 
Dr.  J.  Warren  White,  '95,  who  will  ever  be  remembered 
with  aflFection  and  gratitude  for  all  that  he  did.

Dear  Fellow  Alumni

On  the  occasion  of  the  beginning  of  Hampden-Sydney's 
lySth  Session,  we  start  our  ELEVENTH  ALUMNI 
FUND.  More  and  more  this  FUND  has,  in  the  past  ten 
years,  become  the  main  artery  of  the  College's  fiscal  heart. 

By  your  past  gifts  you  have  evidenced  your  faith  in  our 
College,  your  loyalty  to  her  traditions,  and  your  belief  in 
her  future.  Therefore,  I  feel  it  hardly  necessary  to  remind 
\ou  that  now,  more  than  ever,  Hampden-Sydney  needs 
the  support  of  all  her  sons,  wherever  they  may  be. 

State-owned  and  operated  institutions,  of  necessity, 
are  vastly  different  from  small,  privately  run  institutions 
such  as  our  College.

tegrity by  securing  for  it  additional  funds. 

\  our  gifts  in  this  and  the  subsequent  years  will  insure 
the  continuance  of  Hampden-Sydne}'  and  its  way  of  the 
Christian  educational  life. 

A  visit  by  you  to  the  College  will  not  only  bring  back 
fond  memories  of  yesteryear,  but  also  will  show  the 
healthy  condition  of  the  institution.  The  new  fireproof 
library  is  being  used.  Work  is  rapidly  progressing  on  the 
auditorium  located  near  Bagby  Hall.  Home-coming  is 
October  14,  when  Johns  Hopkins  furnishes  the  gridiron 
opposition.  I  hope  that  as  many  of  you  as  possible  may 
be  on  hand  for  this  occasion. 

As  I  close  this  letter,  I  reiterate  that  we  are  dependent 
upon  your  generosity.  This  FLWD  is  a  medium  wherebj' 
we  can  all  help.  The  small  contribution  of  a  recent 
graduate  is  as  much  appreciated  as  the  large  gift  of  the 
Alumnus  who  has  made  his  mark.

Final  plans  for  the  day  have  as  yet  not 
been    completed,    but    practice   of    the    past    promises    a 
meeting   for   the   alumni   and   their   families    in   the   late 
morning.     Colonel  B.  VV.  Venable,'i5,  President   of   the 
Charleston,   West   Virginia,  alumni   chapter,   will    deliver 
the  principal  address.     This   gathering    will    be    followed  i 
by   lunch   in   the   Dining   Room  of  \'enable    Hall.      Fra- 
ternity Houses  will  welcome  alumni  during  the  day,  and  I 
the   Alumni    Lounge   will   also   hold   open   house   for   the; 
alumni,  both  before  and  after  the  game.     Graham   Hall! 
will  be  headquarters  for  the  day,  and  it  will  be  the  scene 
of  the  German  Club  dance  slated  for  that  evening. 


The  Frank  S.  Johns  Auditorium 

"What,"  asked  the  professor,  "is  the  etymology  of  the 
word  auditoriumV 

^'Auditorium,''  answered  the  student,  "is  derived  from 
the  Latin  audire,  to  hear,  plus  the  Latin  taurus,  bull:  a 
place  to  hear  bull." 

An  inelegant  and  inaccurate  derivation;  but  it  does 
remind  one  that  for  some  years  now  Hampden-Sydney 
men  have  had  no  place  of  their  own  where  they  might 
gather  in  full  numbers  to  hear  whatever  it  might  be  they 
should  hear.  Aforetime,  Cushing  Hall  provided  a  chapel 
in  its  central  spaces.  Or  the  college  students  would  gather 
for  services  in  the  chapel  of  the  L^nion  Theological  Semi- 
nary, now  the  Commons,  in  \'enable  Hall.  Stories  tell  how 
the  seminary  students,  being  already  on  the  ground, 
would  have  the  choice  seats  by  the  stove.  The  college 
students  were  forced  to  huddle  on  the  cold  and  barren 
periphery.  On  one  occasion,  at  least,  during  prayer,  they 
were  moved  to  throw  red  pepper  on  the  hot  stove,  with 
near-atomic  results. 

Later   came   Mcllwaine    (or    Memorial)    Hall,    with    a.

"chapel"  occupying  most  of  its  ground  floor.  Adequate 
in  size  for  the  smaller  student  bodies  of  the  turn  of  the 
century,  it  has  continued  to  serve  as  the  official  meeting 
hall  of  the  College.  The  passing  years  have  seen  a  certain 
deterioration  in  its  sturdy  good  looks.  Like  braces  on  a 
child's  teeth,  steel  rods  disfigure  the  timbered  ceiling.  The 
walls  and  pews  have  suffered  under  the  surging  tides  of 
successive  student  generations.  Roaring  pep  meetings, 
freshman  hazings  (with  paddles  pounding  on  benches),  and 
other  more  conventional  gatherings  have  taken  their 
gradual  toll.  And  finally,  in  the  thirties  and  forties,  the 
student  body  enrollment  completely  outran  its  seating 
capacity  of  perhaps  two  hundred  and  fifty.  College 
Church  has  been  made  available  for  special  college  meet- 
ings, but  this  arrangement  was  obviously  only  temporary. 
The  war  years  postponed  the  inevitable,  but  now  at  last 
the  long-needed  new  auditorium  is  springing  from  the 
slope  across  the  Via  Sacra  from  "Middlecourt,"'  the  Presi- 
dent's residence.  Construction  is  by  the  Taylor  Building 
Contractors, of  Farmville,  and  will  be  completed  in  early 

I9SI- 

The  blue  prints  of  Architect  C.  W.  Huff,  Jr.,  offer 
interesting  perusal.  The  auditorium  will  be  of  the  Geor- 
gian style  (see  the  cover),  in  harmony  with  the  other 
college  buildings.  It  will  have  such  fascinating  accessories 
as  quoins,  copper  flashings,  modillions,  and  a  watertable. 
Seating  capacity   will   be   about   six   hundred   and   sixty. 


There  will  be  a  parking  area  at  the  west  end.  The  triple 
portal  will  be  toward  the  east,  facing  the  main  college 
road.  Entrance  will  be  into  a  lobby,  with  stairways  on 
either  side  leading  to  the  second  ffoor  and  down  into  the 
basement.  Midwa)'  of  the  auditorium  there  are  sup- 
plementary entrances  on  either  side.  The  stage  is  of  good 
size.  Space  is  being  reserved  at  the  rear  for  the  instal- 
lation of  a  pipe  organ  whenever  funds  are  made  available. 
Stairs  on  each  side  of  the  stage  lead  down  into  rooms 
designated  as  work  rooms  which  could  also  serve  as 
dressing  rooms.  The  rest  of  the  basement  contains  the 
boiler  room,  lavatories,  a  recreation  room,  provision  for  a 
future  serving  pantry,  and  under  the  entrance  lobby,  a 
lounge. 

The  second  floor  plan  consists  of  a  balcony  to  the 
auditorium,  a  projection  booth,  a  ladies'  room,  and  two 
offices. 

Such  is  the  building  which  the  present  student  body 
will  soon  take  under  its  care.  That  it  should  be  named  the 
Frank  Stoddert  Johns  Auditorium  has  met  with  enthusi- 
astic approval.  Its  name  will  mark  both  the  admiration 
of  the  College  for  one  of  its  most  distinguished  and  loyal 
alumni,  and  the  never-failing  devotion  of  Dr.  Johns  to 
Hampden-Sydney. 

A  man's  interest  may  be  revealed  in  many  ways.  In 
the  case  of  Frank  Stoddert  Johns,  his  personal  bookplate 
offers-  as  good  an  insight  as  anything.  The  central  me- 
dallion consists  of  books,  one  labeled  Clinical  Siirger\, 
another  Surgery  and  surmounted  by  a  burning  lamp. 
These  are  supported  by  the  three  words  Fidelitas, 
Sapientia,  Justitia.  Circling  about  the  medallion  is  the 
motto  Semper  salutem  aegrorum  omnibus  aliis  praeponere. 
Contiguous  to  each  quadrant  of  the  medallion  is  a  shield 
or  circle. 

The  shield  on  the  upper  left  bears  the  hallowed,  snake- 
encircled  healing  wand  of  Aesculapius,  signifying  the  pro- 
fession in  which  Dr.  Johns  has  attained  such  esteem.  A 
graduate  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  in  1913,  he 
has  since  1929  served  as  chief  surgeon  of  Johnston-Willis 
Hospital  in  Richmond.  He  is  a  founder  member  of  the 
American  Board  of  Surgery  and  is  on  the  Board  of  Gover- 
nors of  the  American  College  of  Surgeons.  In  1947  he  was 
president  of  the  Southern  Surgical  Association. 

The  shield  on  the  upper  right  cariies  a  football,  a  prime 
interest  from  early  days.  The  1908  Kaleidoscope  re- 
marked that  "At  Johns  Hopkins  ['Frank']  expects  to  learn 
all  there  is  to  know  about  Bacteria,  Microbes  and  Foot- 
ball." That  he  already  had  considerable  knowledge  of  the 
sport  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  he  was  captain  of  the 
1907  team,  playing  left  half  thereon.  This  was  in  addition 
to  being  captain  of  the  track  team,  captain  of  the  College 
Second  Baseball  Team  (1907),  Captain  of  the  Senior 
Class  Baseball  Team  (first  base),  president  of  the  Students' 
Council,  and  vice  president  of  the  senior  class.  Small 
wonder  that  he  was  known  as  "the  man  of  might." 

On  the  lower  right  of  the  bookplate  is  a  circle  showing 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Richmond.  Here  Dr. 
Johns  has  been  a  devoted  member  and  an  elder  for  many 
years. 

On  the  lower  left  is  a  rounded  seal — the  seal  of  the 
College  of  Hampden-Sydney  in  Virginia.  Beneath  is  a 
scroll  bearing  the  founding  date  of  the  College,  1776,  and 
the  year  of  Dr.  Johns'  graduation,  '08.  Twenty  years  after 
his  graduation  he  was  elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
his  alma  mater,  and  since  1938  has  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Board.

Here,  then,  in  a  life  dedicated  to  service,  are  tlie  four 
extradomiciliar  interests  that  have  been  dominant — pro- 
fession, sport,  church,  and  college.  Add  to  them  the 
Fidelity,  Wisdom,  Justice  of  the  medallion;  great  kindness 
and  a  gentle  humor;  a  charming  wife,  talented  son,  and 
three  lovely  daughters,  all  devoted  to  the  College.  This  is 
the  man  Hampden-Sydney  honors,  and  therein  herself, 
in  the  naming  of  the  new  auditorium.

On  September  I,  1950,  announcement  was  made  that 
Professor  Samuel  Macon  Reed  was  retiring  from  the 
Hampden-Sydney  faculty  after  twenty-eight  years  of 
service.

trust,    and    afltection.   Professor    Reed    will    be     greatly 
missed  as  he  leaves  the  hill  to  make  his  home  in  Columbia, 
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South  Carolina;  and  the  alumni  will  join  the  members  of 
the  faculty  and  the  present  student  body  in  regretting 
the  departure  of  a  man  who  has  had  so  strong  an  influence 
on  the  students  of  the  past  twenty-eight  years. 

Professor  Reed  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  fall  of 
1922  as  professor  of  mathematics,  and  in  1923  became 
Dean  of  the  College.  The  hundreds  of  students  who  passed 
in  and  out  of  his  office,  whether  they  went  there  truculently 
or  repentantly  because  of  academic  misdeeds,  or  whether 
they  went  there  for  the  pleasure  of  conversation,  always 
came  out  cheerfully  and  happily,  knowing  that  they  had  a 
friend  in  whom  they  could  have  confidence. 

In  1936,  when  he  decided  to  resign  the  deanship  and 
devote  himself  entirely  to  teaching,  a  student  of  that  day 
remarked,  "Well,  he  can  retire,  but  he  will  always  be 
Dean  Reed  to  me";  thereby  giving  utterance  to  the  deep 
affection  and  admiration  the  student  body  held  for  him. 
But  though  he  was  no  longer  in  the  Dean's  office.  Pro- 
fessor, Reed  was  still  a  much-beloved  teacher;  his  in- 
fluence continued,  and  the  confidence  of  the  student  body 
in  him  remained  as  always.  During  his  twenty-eight  years 
here.  Professor  Reed  was  a  vital  and  integral  part  of  the 
College;  he  belonged  to  it  not  only  by  adoption  but  by 
inheritance,  for  he  is  descended  from  Nathaniel  \'enable 
of  "Slate  Hill." 

Samuel  Macon  Reed  was  born  on  Jul)-  4,  1879,  at 
Charlotte  Court  House,  Virginia,  where  his  father  was 
pastor  of  the  Village  Presbyterian  Church.  His  father,  the 
Rev.  Richard  Clark  Reed,  was  a  native  of  Tennessee,  and 
his  mother,  the  former  Miss  Mary  Cantey  Venable,  was 
reared  at  "Scott  Green,"  Prince  Edward  County,  \'ir- 
ginia. 

W  hen  }-oung  Reed  was  a  small  boy,  his  father  accepted 
a  call  back  to  his  native  state,  and  the  future  professor 
of  mathematics  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  entered  Dr. 
Clarence  B.  Wallace's  University  School  in  Nashville. 
Here,  under  the  tutelage  of  Dr.  Wallace,  Hampden- 
Sydney,  1880,  he  was  given  instruction  which  mirrored 
the  intellectual  life  of  the  college  he  was  later  to  serve  so 
long  and  arduously.  From  Dr.  Wallace's  school  Macon 
Reed  entered  \'anderbilt  University  where  he  studied  for 
three  sessions. 

While  his  oldest  son  was  a  student  at  \'anderbilt, 
Rev.  Richard  Clark  Reed  removed  from  Tennessee  to 
South  Carolina,  where  he  became  professor  of  Church 
History  at  the  Columbia  Theological  Seminary.  Macon 
Reed  then  transferred  from  Vanderbilt  to  the  Uni\-ersity 
of  South  Carolina,  where  he  was  graduated,  a  Bachelor  of 
Arts  and  first-honor  man  of  his  class,  in  1905. 

During  his  University  days  Mr.  Reed  had  taught  Latin 
and  Greek  in  the  Presbyterian  High  School  in  Columbia, 
South  Carolina,  and  mathematics  and  history  in  the 
Rowland  (North  Carolina)  High  School.  After  graduating 
from  the  University  of  South  Carolina  he  went  to  Charles- 
ton, West  Virginia,  for  several  years,  but  in  1907  he  re- 
turned to  teaching,  instructing  in  mathematics  and 
science  in  the  Peacock  Military  School,  San  Antonio, 
Texas,  for  one  session.  From  1908  to  1916  he  was  Head 
Master  of  the  Donaldson  Military  School  in  Fayetteville, 
North  Carolina,  and  from  1916  to  1920  he  served  David- 
son College,  teaching  Greek,  Latin,  and  mathematics. 

In  the  year  1921-22  Professor  Reed  studied  at  Columbia 
University,  where  he  received  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts.  The  following  September  found  him  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  beginning  the  labors  which  are  now  just  ending. 

With    the   exception   of   his    first   year   here,    when    he 


occupied  the  residence  of  Mr.  George  L.  Walker,  '10,  at 
Worsham,  Professor  Reed  has  lived  in  the  house  on  the 
\  ia  Sacra  so  familiar  to  all  students  who  have  shared  the 
gracious  hospitality  oflfered  by  Professor  and  Mrs.  Reed, 
the  former  Miss  Louise  Campbell,  of  Charleston,  West 
Virginia. 

Professor  Reed's  services  to  Hampden-Sydney  are  im- 
possible to  mention  in  detail.  Surely  he  will  long  be  re- 
membered for  his  services  on  the  Athletic  Council,  and 
for  his  encouragement  to  extra-curricular  activities  of  all 
kinds;  and  surely  he  will  be  remembered  for  the  intel- 
lectual training  received  in  his  classes.  Consistent  with 
his  work  in  all  phases  of  college  life  is  the  fact  that  two 
of  the  greatest  honors  sought  at  Hampden-Sydney  are 
membership  in  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  and  Phi  Beta  Kappa. 
Professor  Reed,  a  member  of  both  societies,  was  elected 
to  ODK  at  Davidson  and  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at  South 
Carolina;  he  was  an  active  participant  in  bringing  each 
chapter  to  The  Hill,  and  he  has  been  an  active  worker 
in  each  organization  at  Hampden-Sydney. 

A  Presbyterian,  he  has  long  been  an  elder  in  College 
Church. 

We  will  long  remember  him  for  his  never-failing  good 
humor,  his  patience  with  his  students,  his  active  interest 
in  them  and  their  problems,  and  for  his  great  gift  of 
understanding  the  foibles  of  us  all.

Campus  Improvements 

The  summer  of  1950  has  been  a  busy  one  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  improving  both  the  physical  plant  of  the 
college  and  the  grounds  as  well. 

As  one  approaches  the  college  from  Kingsville  and 
reaches  the  top  of  the  hill  above  Death  Valley,  one  notices 
to  the  left  the  spacious  new  field  developed  for  intramural 
sports.  This  field  will  relieve  the  pressure  on  other  athletic 
fields  during  the  height  of  the  intramural  season. 

Coming  on  down  the  hill  by  Death  \'alley,  to  the  right 
one  notices,  between  the  road  to  Prospect  and  the  Lacy 
House,  not  a  tangle  of  small  trees  and  underbrush,  but 
an  open  park-like  area.  This  hitherto  impenetrable  maze 
has  been  cleared,  and  the  green  spaciousness  of  Death 
Valley  will  be  matched  by  the  green  spaciousness  of  the 
original  site  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  across  the  way. 

Further  on  up  College  Avenue  the  hypothetical  tourist 
will  see  that  Fraternity  Row  (Atkinson  Avenue)  has  been 
widened  and  repaved,  and  the  Fraternity  Circle,  long  a 
morass,  has  been  widened  and  graveled.  One  no  longer 
has  to  turn  around  at  Estcourt  or  in  Senator  Brock's 
driveway,  but  can  now  drive  down  Fraternity  Row  and 
back  to  the  Memorial  Gate  via  the  Circle — a  fine  im- 
provement. 

At  the  Administration  Building  one  finds  a  large,  one- 
story  addition  on  the  east  side.  This  new  space  now 
houses  the  offices  of  the  President  and  those  of  the  Dean. 
The  whole  lower  floor  of  the  building  has  been  replastered 
and  decorated.  On  the  whole  floor  now  one  finds  the 
Financial  Secrerary,  the  Dean,  and  the  President,  each 
in  his  own  office,  and  the  staff  of  each  in  theirs.  This 
arrangement  will  be  more  convenient  for  the  students,  as 
the  administrative  offices  have  again  been  centralized. 

Turning  down  the  \  ia  Sacra  one  is  immediately  im- 
pressed with  the  new  auditorium  which  is  rising  on  the 
slope  west  of  the  Science  Building.   The  building  is  about 
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thirty  feet  from  the  \'ia  Sacra  and  its  long  axis  parallel  to 
that  street;  its  front  elevation  is  flush  with  Morton  Hall. 
The  auditorium  will  make  the  third  side  of  a  quadrangle, 
two  other  sides  being  the  Science  Building  and  Venable 
Hall. 

Both  Venable  and  Gushing  Halls  have  been  painted  and 
repaired  during  the  summer.  In  Venable,  the  eight  rooms 
in  the  basement  of  the  Seminary  side  have  been  recon- 
structed; all  of  them  now  have  new  floors,  freshly  plastered 
and  painted  walls,  and  built-in  closets. 

Improvements,  however,  continue  on  down  the  \'ia 
Sacra.  This  road  is  being  widened  and  straightened.  In- 
stead of  ending  in  a  cul-de-sac  the  road  will  now  be 
supplied  with  a  turning  circle  at  the  end  below,  Dr. 
Moore's  house.  The  right  of  way  will  be  28  feet,  the  road 
itself  being  eighteen  feet  and  the  shoulders  and  drains 
being  five  feet  on  each  side.  This  widening  of  the  Via 
Sacra  has  been  a  long-wished-for  improvement.  The  road 
will  be  repaved  with  a  permanent  base  and  top  dressing. 

Also  on  the  Via  Sacra  another  great  improvement  is 
being  made.  At  the  turn  of  the  century  the  area  north  of 
the  \'ia  Sacra  and  between  the  library  and  the  house  now 
occupied  by  Coach  Procter  (Thornton  Place)  was  a  park 
with  great  oak  trees  and  distant  prospects.  In  the  past 
fifty  years  this  area  has  grown  up  into  a  wilderness.  It  is  at 
present  being  restored  to  its  park-like  past,  and  one  hopes 
that  the  distant  view  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountains  will 
again  be  a  comfort  to  homesick  Freshmen  from  the  valley. 
When  the  clearing  and  bulldozing  operations  are  complete, 
grass  will  be  sowed  and  a  new  park  will  emerge. 

Back  on  College  Avenue,  a  new  residence  is  being  built 


between  the  Chi  Phi  House  and  Miss  Emma  Venable's 
house.  This  new  house  is  being  built  by  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
J.  B.  Massey  and  will  be  ready  for  their  occupancy  in 
October. 

One  other  improvement  should  be  mentioned,  for  it 
might  easily  be  missed  by  one  hurrying  through  the 
village.  The  land  behind  "Penshurst"  and  Venable  Hall 
has  been  cleared,  and  Pat's  mowing  machine  has  made  it 
a  fine  lawn.  This  is  a  very  beautiful  stretch  of  ground,  and 
it  adds  again  to  the  impression  of  spaciousness  that  is 
one  glory  of  our  campus. 

Who  knows  but  that  re-emphasizing  the  spaciousness  of 
the  campus  may  even  cause  a  return  to  the  student  body 
of  the  tradition  of  walking  their  dates  to  Beech  Falls 
and  Slippery  Rock? 


Gifts  from  Richmond  Newspapers 

The  College  Library  is  particularly  grateful  to  the 
Richmond  Area  University  Center  for  making  it  possible 
to  obtain  nearly  three  hundred  volumes  of  magazines 
(1920-1940)  from  the  Richmond  Newspapers,  Inc.  Many 
of  these  magazines  were  formerly  owned  by  the  Library 
but  lost  in  the  fire.  This  gift  was  all  the  more  acceptable 
because  back  files  of  scholarly  periodicals  are  difficult  to 
locate  and  expensive  to  bu^^  Some  of  the  titles  included 
are:  Contemporary  Review,  Current  History,  Fortnightly 
Review,  New  Republic,  South  Atlantic  Quarterly,  Quarterly 
Review,  Nineteenth  Century  and  After,  and  the  United  States 
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News.  These  magazines  have  been  bound  and  are  available 
for  use. 

In    addition,    several    hundred    books,    including    two 
encyclopedias,  were  also  received. 


Observations  of  Dr.  Mcllwaine 
Thompson  on  European  Study  Trip 

1.  The  first  thing  that  struck  me  is  the  utter  irrelevance 
of  any  trace  of  isolationist  thinking  in  America  today. 
Whether  we  like  it  or  not,  we're  in  world  affairs  up  to  our 
ears — or  maybe  head  over  heels  would  be  more  descriptive 
— and  we  must  be.  The  need 
of  Europe  makes  it  imperative. 
In  their  destruction,  if  they 
are  to  rebuild,  they  must  have 
materials  from  us;  and  mean- 
while in  their  poverty,  if  they 
are  to  live,  they  must  have 
aid  from  us.  But  our  need  also 
makes  it  imperative.  Unless 
we  want  to  stand  alone  against 
the  rest  of  the  world,  we  must 
stand  together  with  a  part  of 
it.  It's  almost  literally  true 
that  apart  from  our  policy  of 
active,  interest  in  the  welfare 
of  Euiope,  made  efi^ective  by 
the  Marshall  Plan,  there  would 
be  no  single  democratic  coun- 
try left  in  Europe  with  whom 
we  could  make  common  cause 
against  Soviet  imperialism. 
Most  of  us  know  little  about 
the  Marshall  Plan  and  perhaps 
care  less,  save  for  an  occasional 
grumble  about  the  burden  that 
falls  on  the  American  taxpayer. 
The  fact  of  the  matter  is 
that  apart  from  the  Marshall 
Plan,      as     was     made     very 

'  clear  by  lecture  and  our 
I  own  observation,  Europe  would  have  been  utterly 
i  unable  to  recover  in  any  significant  measure  from  the 
i  ravages  of  war,  there  would  have  been  hopelessness  as 
t  well  as  bitter  povertj^  and  communism  would  certainly 
!  have  swept  the  continent  if  not  Britain  itself.  Inci- 
i  dentally.  Sir  Stafford  Cripps  remarked  that  Hoffman's 
;  administration  of  the  Marshall  Plan  "has  been  marvelous," 
and  that  he  is  a  "great  international  statesman." 

2.  While  in  comparison  with  America  Europe  is  still 
desperately  poverty  stricken,  and  perhaps  I  should  stress 
this  more,  with  illustrative  facts  and  figures,  the  second 
observation  I'd  make  is  that  the  extent  of  recovery  in 
Europe  is  spectacular.  Even  in  Berlin,  where  85%  of  all 
the  buildings  were  destroyed  or  damaged  in  almost  in- 
credible   destruction,    where    unemployment    is    at    an 

1  alarming  figure  (23%),  and  where  no  one  is  eager  to  make 
a  capital  investment,  in  the  western  sector,  there  are 
evidences  of  new  life,  with  factories  being  rebuilt,  at- 
tractive, well-stocked  stores  lining  the  streets,  and  dwell-

ings  being  reconstructed.  A  traveler  in  Europe  today  can 
find  in  any  country  anything  he  wants,  from  a  razor 
blade  to  an  automobile,  from  a  candy  bar  to  a  ten-course 
dinner,  from  a  necktie  to  a  complete  outfit,  and  all,  by 
our  standards,  at  reasonable  prices.  Mr.  Roscoe  Drum- 
mond,  Chief  of  Information  Service  for  the  E.  C.  A.  in 
Europe,  made  the  emphatic  statement  that  "in  two  years 
the  Marshall  Plan  has  transformed  Western  Europe  from 
an  economic  liability  to  an  economic  and  security  ally  of 
the  greatest  importance.  And  the  Marshall  Plan's 
economic  success  has  brought  in  its  wake  political  success." 
He  added  that  every  Marshall  Plan  country  has  achieved 
fiscal  stability  and  an  increase  in  industrial  production  of 
120-130%  of  pre-war  average,  while  about  equalling  pre- 
war average  in  agricultural  production.  Dr.  Brock 
Chisholm,  of  the  W.  H.  O.,  said,  "I  believe  in  Europe 
there  is  less  malnutrition  than  before  the  war.  The 
wealthy  are  eating  less,  which  is  a  good  thing,  and  the 
poor  are  getting  more." 

However,  before  getting  too  enthusiastic,  we  have  to 
remember  that  large  proportions  of  production  are  going 
into  replacing  war  destruction  rather  than  into  raising 
levels  of  living,  that  prices  are  too  high  for  any  but  the 
wealthy  or  the  tourist  to  enjoy  the  goods  that  can  be 
bought,  and  that  large  increases  of  population  and  of 
unemployment,  especially  in  Germany,  are  a  serious 
threat.  As  regards  international  trade,  the  European 
Payments  Union  and  the  Schuman  Plan  are  evidences  of  a 
new  dynamism  and  a  new  hope,  but  the  primary  problem 
throughout  Europe  and  the  world  is  the  "dollar  gap." 
Europe  needs  our  goods,  and  we  in  turn  simply  must  buy 
their  goods  if  we  expect  them  to  become  economically 
independent.  In  this  connection,  Mr.  Drummond  said, 
"Until  Korea,  it  was  felt  that  except  for  Greece  and 
possibly  Italy  and  Austria,  the  dollar  gap  would  be 
manageable." 

3.  The  third  observation  regards  the  spiritual  need  of 
Europe.  Some  of  our  group  thought  they  could  see  in  the 
faces  of  the  people  an  evidence  of  "lostness."  Maybe 
they're  right.  I'll  never  forget  the  sight  of  thousands  of 
people  of  all  ages  pedaling  madly  on  their  bicycles  on 
week  ends,  moving  out  to  the  countryside  and  home 
again.  Is  that  a  normal  interest  in  the  out-of-doors,  or  a 
simple  desire  to  escape  austerity  and  inadequate  housing, 
or  is  it  something  more?  Then  there  were  the  bus  loads  of 
men  and  women  factory  workers  in  England  heading  to 
the  beaches  for  what  our  bus  driver  (we  were  on  our  way 
to  Canterbury)  called  "booze  week  ends."  "They'll  come 
back  tomorrow  night  drunk  as  lords,"  he  said.  There's 
the  frightful  dislocation  of  life  as  a  result  of  the  war, 
evident  in  numerous  ways  even  to  a  casual  observer,  and  a 
vacuum  which  must  be  filled.  Are  the  Churches  doing  the 
job.?  The  answer  is  hard  to  give.  In  England,  Rev.  Bryan 
Green,  who  conducted  the  recent  spectacular  revival 
series  at  the  Cathedral  of  St.  John  the  Divine  in  New 
York  City,  said  the  Churches  are  in  bad  shape  but  are 
better  than  some  people  think,  with  here  and  there 
evidences  of  a  genuine  vitality.  Hendrick  Kraemer  re- 
marked quite  frankly  that  in  Europe  "the  great  masses 
are  alienated  from  the  Church,"  but  added  more  en- 
couragingly that  "everywhere  in  the  past  ten  years  there 
has  been  an  awakening."  Marc  Boegner  told  us  that  in 
France  there  is  certainly  a  revival  of  a  most  interesting 
non-aggressive,  cooperative,  Bible-centered  Roman  Ca- 
tholicism, and  an  increasing  vitality  within  Protestantism. 

The   heaviest   underscoring  of  the   importance  of  the 
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spiritual  came  not  from  a  minister  but  from  a  layman. 
Arnold  To\-nbee,  the  historian,  warned  that  "civili- 
zations fall  because  of  sin"  and  observed  that  "in  future 
perspective  militar3%  political,  and  economic  issues  will 
fade  out  and  religious  issues  will  appear  to  have  been  the 
most  important  all  the  while." 

4.  The  final  question,  of  course,  is,  What  about  Russia .'' 
Andrew  Cordier,  the  Executive  of  the  Assembly  of  the 
U.  N.,  and  "the  coordinator  of  all  U.  N.  activities," 
recently  back  from  an  extended  tour  through  U.  N.  mem- 
ber nations,  told  us  before  we  left  New  York  that  "the 
U.  N.'s  basic  assumption  is  that  the  United  States  and 
Russia  can  live  together  in  the  same  world."  Of  course. 
But  it  isn't  too  evident.  Stephen  Spender,  disillusioned 
former  communist  and  a  co-author  of  The  God  that  Faded 
(i.  e.,  communism),  emphasized,  as  a  former  communist, 
that  communism  "divides  our  world  into  two  worlds:  the 
proletariat  (or  people's  republic)  and  the  rest,  with  no 
bridge  of  humanity  between  the  two.  It's  as  if  the  rest 
were  pigs  or  butterflies,  and  any  efforts  of  the  rest  to 
bridge  this  gap  are  immediately  suspected  as  an  effort  to 
undermine  the  proletariat."    VVhich  is  nearer  right.'' 

While  no  one  would  rule  out  the  possibility  of  it,  yet 
also  no  one  thought  that  this  tension  would  blaze  forth 
soon  into  open  warfare — rather,  there  would  be  a  disturbed 
state  (continuing  throughout  our  lifetime,  according  to 
Lord  Halifax's  opinion  )with  such  probing  efforts  toward 
western  weakness  as  the  Korean  situation  represents.  A 
man  now  in  the  High  Commissioner's  office,  who  spent 
1930-41  in  Russia  and  has  been  in  Germany  since  March, 
1945,  was  the  most  reassuring  person  we  met.  While 
recognizing  the  danger  in  what  he  believes  is  Russia's 
overestimate  of  her  own  strength  and  her  underestimate  of 
ours,  he  is  also  sure  that  we  overestimate  Russia's  strength 
and  underestimate  our  own,  and  he  also  does  not  think 
Russia  has  the  atom  bomb  because  she  lacks  the  necessary 
electric  power  to  produce  one,  apart  from  large  new  plants 
or  stringent  civilian  rationing,  either  of  which  he  thinks 
he  would  have  heard  about,  nor  does  he  think  (July  19) 
that  there  will  be  a  war  at  all  "if  we  make  no  more  than 
60%  of  all  possible  errors."  Perhaps  a  more  reasoned 
hopeful  statement  about  the  future  is  Arnold  Toynbee's: 
"I  don't  believe  the  Russians  see  the  future  in  terms  of 
another  war  .  .  .  The  cold  war  is  their  technique  .  .  . 
They  have  the  'chosen  people'  myth  and  think  that  they 
will  win  without  world  conflict.  .  .  Neither  we  nor  the 
Russians  want  a  third  world  war,  hence  it  will  probably 
not  come." 

By  and  large  it  was  felt  that  the  first  thing  to  do  was 
to  stand  strong,  and  the  American-initiated  U.  N.  stand 
in  Korea  was  widely  applauded  in  Europe  as  introducing 
a  new  element  in  world  affairs  and  as  giving  other  threat- 
ened peoples  of  the  world,  such  as  the  Germans,  the 
Greeks,  etc.,  new  hope.  The  second  thing  is  to  meet  the 
Soviet  challenge  of  social  justice  and  brotherhood  on  its 
own  grounds  through  "social  regeneration"  (Toynbee): 
"We  must  work  toward  a  balance  between  justice  and 
freedom."  It  seems  to  me,  by  the  way,  and  I  wish  there 
were  more  time  to  deal  with  this,  that  the  British  govern- 
ment is  making  the  most  significant  pioneering  efforts  in 
this  direction,  John  T.  Flynn's  viciously  biased  and 
widely  circulated  The  Road  Ahead  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. Herbert  Morrison  may  overstate  the  case 
when  he  says  it  "is  one  of  the  world's  great  social  ex- 
periments, as  significant  as  the  development  of  parlia- 
ments,"  but  it  does  appear  to  be,  with   all   its  faults, 


"a  collective  organization  for  what  we  believe  to  be  the 
good  life — not  equalitarian,  but  an  effoit  to  pull  in  the 
extremes  of  poverty  and  wealth,  yet  with  political  and 
civil  liberty,  and  with  public  ownership  and  private 
ownership,  and  private,  municipal,  and  national  planning" 
(Morrison).  Perhaps  I  should  add  that  while  we  in 
America  roundly  criticize  Britain  for  the  part  she  is  or 
is  not  playing  in  the  Korean  war,  Mr.  Roscoe  Drummond, 
the  Chief  of  Information  Service  for  the  E.  C.  A.,  pre- 
viously mentioned,  called  her  actions  in  this  regard,  in 
the  light  of  her  internal  and  Commonwealth  problems  and 
commitments,  "austere  and  heroic." 

Let  me  add  just  a  word  about  Soviet  propaganda.  In 
Germany  every  effort  is  made  to  besmirch  us.  A  film  of 
American  slum  conditions  prepared  by  the  Nazis  in  the 
i93o"s  is  being  widely  shown  by  the  Soviets  as  giving  an 
accuiate  picture  of  American  life.  There's  a  program  on  1 
the  Soviet-controlled  Berlin  radio  station  called  "The 
Truth  about  America,"  which  gives  out  such  information 
as  this:  "The  real  boss  of  Truman  and  the  Democrats  is 
Frank  Costello."  "Marshall  plan  aid  is  a  system  of 
plundering."  "A  new  Coca-Cola  advertisement  in 
America  says  that  if  Christ  on  the  cross  had  gotten  Coca- 
Cola  instead  of  vinegar,  he  would  have  died  happy." 
To  shift  to  the  more  positive  side:  Andre  Philippe  re- 
ported that  during  a  recent  local  election,  he  read  a  sign 
in  the  French  countryside,  "Safeguard  free  enterprise  and 
private  property — Vote  Communist!"  Truth  may  be 
stranger  than  fiction,  but  it  is  nowhere  near  so  per- 
suasive unless  it  really  delivers  the  goods.  In  a  word,  as 
long  as  we  operate  within  the  framework  of  truth,  and  we 
must  continue  always  to  do  so,  we  must  make  the  truth 
itself  so  compelling  that  there  can  be  no  warping  or  gain- 
saying it.  It  is  for  us  to  make  America  and  the  Western 
world  more  attractive  in  justice  and  brotherhood  than 
the  envisioned  communist  Utopia.  That  calls  for  a  lot  of 
revolutionary  and   sacrificial   thinking  and   living. 

Editor's  Note:  Readers  of  the  Record  are  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  Mc- 
Ilzuame  Thompson,  pastor  of  College  Church,  for  these  penetrating  obser- 
vations on  European  conditions.  Dr.  Thompson,  superbly  equipped  both 
by  training  and  experience  to  make  these  observations,  was  a  member  of 
the  Sherwood  Eddy  Seminar  group  which  traveled  and  studied  in  Europe 
this  last  summer.

remarks:  "This  short  paper  of  ten  pages  is  notable  not 
only  as  a  model  of  clear  thinking  and  lucid  presentation, 
but  also  for  its  instantaneous  effect  on  engineering  thought 
and  practical  application.  It  produced  the  impetus  for 
the  widespread  development  of  numerical  procedures  and 
for  their  use  in  engineering  analysis  and  design." 


Dr.  E.  T.  Wellford  Recognized 

One  of  Hampden-Sydney's  great  gentlemen  is  Dr.  E.  T. 
Wellford,  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the  Class  of  iSgi,  and  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Early,  this  year  he  was  the  subject  of  a  long  article  in 
the  Newport  News  Daily  Press.  The  occasion  was  his 
preaching  the  sermon  for  the  final  service  in  the  church 
building  where  he  had  first  preached  sixty-three  years  be- 
fore as  a  16-year-old  youth.  The  scene  was  the  West- 
minster Presbj-terian  Church  of  Richmond. 

Excerpts  from  the  article  follow: 

"Dr.  Wellford  has  been  pastor  emeritus  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  in  Newpoit  News  since  1941.  From 
1892  when  he  began  at  the  First  Presbyterian  Church, 
then  a  mission  station  with  twenty-five  members,  until 
1949,  he  accepted  into  the  church  more  than  three  thou- 
sand members,  and  has  built  or  remodeled  more  than 
twelve  structures.  More  than  one  thousand  persons  have 
accepted  marriage  vows  under  his  ministry. 

"He  has  served  as  moderator  of  the  S}'nod  of  \'irginia 
and  also  as  the  first  moderator  of  the  Presbyterv  of  Nor- 
folk.   ■ 

"One  of  the  founders  of  the  Newport  News  Chamber  of 
Commerce,  he  was  responsible  for  bringing  to  that  city 
the  convention  of  the  Synod  of  Virginia  in  1900  and  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the 
United  States  in  1915,  the  first  conventions  of  any  t\'pe 
to  be  held  in  that  city  .  .  . 

"Years  have  gone  pretty  fast.  Dr.  Wellford  will  tell  you, 
and  there  ha\'e  been  few  dull  moments,  few  because  he  has 
been  bus)^,  delivering  unto  the  souls  of  thousands  of  men 
and  women  the  Gospel  of  God. 

"It  has  been  said  that  once  upon  being  confined  to 
his  bed  under  doctor's  orders,  he  managed  to  slip  out 
unnoticed  to  visit  a  sick  friend  several  doors  away.  There 
wasn't  time  to  be  sick — there  was  a  sick  friend  to  minister 
unto. 

"Dr.  Wellford  is  indeed  a  Presbyterian,  but  when  duty 
calls  and  he  can  be  of  help  to  his  fellow  man  he  knows  no 
denominational  barriers  and  stands  ready  to  give  his  best 
to  whatever  the  cause  may  be. 

"It  is  with  this  unceasing  faith  that  Dr.  Wellford  has 
achieved  international  recognition  for  his  many  contri- 
butions to  the  church  and  to  his  fellow  man."

Colonel   Benjamin   Wilson  Venable,  '15,   radio  station 
and   steel  company  executive  of  Charleston,  West   Vir- 
ginia,  has   been   appointed    permanent   chairman   of   the

mittee     of     the      United

Division. 

Colonel  Venable  at- 
tended Donaldson  Mili- 
tary School  prior  to  enter- 
ing Hampden-Sydney  in 
191 2.  He  graduated  with 
an  A.B.  degree  in  1915. 

In  1916,  Colonel  Venable 
went  to  the  Mexican  bor- 
der wjth  the  Second  West 
Virginia  Infantry,  and  in 
1917  was  commissioned  a 
lieutenant  of  infantry  in 
the  regular  army.  He 
served  as  captain,  rifle 
company  commander,  in 
the  Ninth  Division  in 
World  War  I. 

Between  wars.  Colonel 
Venable  graduated  from 
the  Infantry  School  and 
the  Command  and  General  Staff  College.  He  served  two 
tours  on  the  war  department  general  staff,  two  tours  of 
foreign  service,  one  in  Panama  and  one  in  Hawaii.  He 
spent  eleven  years  as  an  instructor  at  the  Infantry 
School,  and  at  North  Carolina  State  College  and  Cornell 
University. 

In  World  War  II,  Colonel  \'enable  trained  the  322d 
Combat  Team  of  the  8ist  Division  and  led  it  into  combat 
in  the  Palau  islands.  He  was  severely  wounded  in  that 
action  and  after  two  years  hospitalization  was  retired  for 
wounds  in  1946. 

In  addition  to  his  campaign  ribbons.  Colonel  Venable 
wears  the  silver  star,  the  legion  of  merit,  the  bronze 
Star,  the  purple  heart  with  oak  leaf  cluster,  and  the 
combat  Infantry  badge. 

Prominent  in  the  civic,  social,  and  church  life  of 
Charleston,  Colonel  \'enable  is  associated  with  the  Trojan 
Steel  Company  and  is  vice  president  and  treasurer  of 
radio  station  WGKV. 

Colonel  Venable  belongs  to  that  loyal  and  energetic 
group  of  Charleston  alumni  who  have  made  Charleston 
one  of  the  greatest  out-of-state  centers  of  Hampden- 
Sydne}'  support.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  see  his  capabilities 
further  recognized  by  this  appointment.

Taylor  Morton,  1895-1950 

Rev.  Taylor  Morton,  '17,  55  years  of  age,  died  on 
August  17  ill  a  Richmond  Hospital.  He  retired  from  active 
service  in  1948,  because  of  pcor  health,  and  returned  to 
his  old  home  in  Charlotte  County.  He  was  born  July  23, 
1S95,  a  son  of  Mr.  Lee  Watkins  Morton,  of  the  Class  of 
1886.  He  is  survived  by 
his  mother,  who,  before 
her  marriage,  was  Miss 
Henry  Page  Pettus,  and 
by  two  brothers,  Lee 
Whittle  Morton,  Jr.,  "19, 
and  R.  Page  Morton,  '23. 
The  three  brothers 
graduated  at  Hampden- 
Sydney,  Taylor  taking  his 
Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in 
1917.  After  teaching 
school  at  Spring  Garden 
and  The  Hollow,  Mrginia, 
he  entered  L'nion  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  gradu- 
ating in  1922,  and  entered 
into  the  ministry  of  the 
Southern         Presbyterian 

Church.  One  who  knows  of  his  work  as  a  pastor  tells  me 
that  he  was  greatly  beloved  by  the  congregations  he 
served.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  young  people;  was 
Scoutmaster  of  the  Boy  Scouts  for  more  than  25  years, 
receiving  the  Silver  Beaver  Award  in  recognition  of  the 
excellent  quality  of  his  work. 

At  college,  his  modest  bearing,  his  genuine  Christian 
character,  and  his  gentleness  endeared  him  to  the  Faculty 
and  student  body  alike.  What  was  said  of  him  in  the  1917 
Kaleidoscope  is  worth  repeating: 

"He   is    modest   almost   to   a   fault;   quiet    and    un- 
assuming— yet  there  is  no  more  loyal  friend  in  college 
than  he.    Deeply  conscientious  to  duty;  stead)';  never 
shirking,  he  is  always  to  be  depended  upon,  and  found 
on  the  job.   So  faithful  is  he  that,  since  he  first  managed 
the  Reading  Room,  the  Cabinet  hasn't  even  thought 
about  letting  anyone  else  do  it." 
And  in  the  History  of  the  Class  of  IQIJ,  it  was  said  of : 
him  that  his  name,  with  those  of  Haldeman  and   Darst, 
stood  "for  pluck,  courage,  and  perseverance."     In  truth 
it  may  be  said   that  he  combined   in  himself  the  finest  1 
characteristics  of  his  Morton  ancestry. 

It  is  as  natural  for  one  who  has  lived  nearly  13  years 
beyond  the  allotted  "three  score  and  ten,"  to  dwell  in 
thought  on  the  days  of  old  as  it  is  natural  for  sparks  to 
fiy  upward.  Recently  I  was  talking  to  Mr.  James  Spenser  1 
Morton  of  Florida  (Class  of  1914  at  Hampden-Sydney), 
a  first  cousin  of  Taylor  Morton,  about  the  Morton  Family 
in  connection  with  Hampden-Sydney. 


Rev.  Taylor  Morton.  '17 
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The  four  General  Catalogues,  which  include  the  years 
1776-1939,  show  that  61  Mortons  are  alumni  of  our 
College.  As  for  those  who  have  the  Morton  blood,  but 
do  not  have  the  Morton  name,  they  are  "as  the  sands  of 
the  sea  for  multitude."  Many  of  these  have  attained 
eminence  in  their  fields  of  work. 

It  is  allowable  to  mention  two  Mortons  who  were 
adults  when  our  College  was  established  in  1775,  and  who 
were  men  of  prominence  in  Church  and  State— John  and 
Joseph  Morton: 

John  Morton  was  a  volunteer  in  the  French  and 
Indian  War,  and  became  a  Lieutenant.  He  raised  a 
company  and  was  its  Captain  in  the  War  of  the  Revo- 
lution; was  one  of  the  Founders  of  Hampden-Sydney; 
was  active  in  affairs  of  the  Church  and  in  the  public 
service.  A  fitting  memorial  to  him — Morton  Recitation 
Hall — was  erected  through  the  generosity  of  Mr.  Samuel 
P.  Morton,  Jr.,  of  Baltimore,  a  descendant. 

Taj^lor  Morton's  ancestor,  Joseph  Morton,  was  a  first 
cousin  of  Captain  John ;  was  the  Founder  of  Briery  Church ; 
was  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  of  Charlotte' 
County;  and  may  be  said  to  have  been  one  of  the  Founders 
of  our  College,  though  not  a  Trustee.  He  was  invited  to 
be  present  at  "Slate  Hill,"  when  Presbytery  met  there  on 
February  i,  1775,  ^  decide  on  the  proper  outlay  of  the 
money  which  had  been  raised,  and  to  decide  on  the  loca- 
tion of  the  institution.  He  had  been  so  notably  suc- 
cessful in  raising  the  funds  which  made  the  College 
possible,  that  he  was  requested  to  assist  the  Trustees 
"in  the  expenditure  of  400  pounds  for  such  books  and 
Mathematical  and  Philosophical  apparatus  as  are  more 
immediately  necessary." 

Taylor  Morton  was  not  eminent  as  a  great  leader  in 
his  Church,  yet  it  may  be  asked:  Has  anyone  of  his  name, 
or  of  any  name,  been  more  faithful  to  duty  than  he.?

Interment  services  for  Second  Lieutenant  George  Bruce 
Williams,  '44,  were  held  in  the  cemetery  of  Timber  Ridge 
Presbyterian  Church,  Rockbridge  County,  Va.,  on  Satur- 
day, July  29,  1950.  He  was  buried  beside  his  mother,  the 
late  Annabel  Lyle  Williams,  who  died  in   1938. 


George  Bruce  was  piloting  a  B- 17  bomber  over  Germany 
on  October  7,  1944,  when  the  plane  was  shot  down  near 
Bohlen.  There  was  one  survivor  only,  and  the  Germans 
buried  the  others.  After  the  war  diligent  search  was 
made  for  these  United  States  soldiers,  and  within  the  past 
SIX  months  the  graves  were  located  near  the  village  of 
Wiehe,  and  the  soldiers  identified. 

Youngest  son  of  Dr.  W.  Twyman  Williams,  pastor  of 
College  Church  from  1924  to  1948,  George  Bruce  was  born 
m  Lynchburg  in  October,  1923,  but  he  was  brought  up  in 
the  Manse  of  College  Church.  He  volunteered  for  service 
m  1942  during  his  Sophomore  year  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
and  entered  service  in  1943.  After  a  year  of  training  he 
was  commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  at  Moody  Field, 
Valdosta,  Georgia.  In  each  stage  of  his  training  he  was 
given  the  highest  rating  of  "superior." 

In  September,  1944,  George  Bruce  flew  his  bomber  to 
England,  where  he  was  assigned  to  the  Eighth  Air  Force, 
331st  Squadron,  94th  Bomber  Group.  He  had  completed 
two  successful  missions  against  Germany,  and  was  on  his 
third  when  he  gave  his  life  for  his  country.  He  would 
have  been  21  years  old  the  following  week. 

His  father.  Dr.  W.  Twyman  Williams,  now  pastor  of 
the  Appomattox  Presbyterian  Church  survives  him,  as  do 
his  five  brothers,  William  Twyman  Williams  III,  '33, 
John.  Lyle  Williams,  '38,  and  James  Taylor  Williams,  '37^ 
of  Rockbridge,  and  Dr.  Mark  Bird  Wil'liams,  '35,  and  A. 
Alexander  Williams,  '40,  both  of  Toano,  Virginia. 


Professor  Gilmer  Attends  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  School

Professor  Thomas  E.  Gilmer,  '23,  attended  a  five-week 
course  in  Radiological  Monitoring  at  the  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  in  Chicago  this  summer. 

The    course    was    sponsored    by    the    Atomic    Energy 
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Commission.  Professor  Gilmer's  appointment  was  from 
Dr.  Paul  I.  Larsen.  Director  of  Civilian  Mobilization  of 
the  National  Security  Resources  Board,  upon  recommen- 
dation of  Governor  John  Stewart  Battle. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  was  to  train  two  persons 
from  each  state  as  radiological  monitors,  who  in  turn  are 
to  train  additional  monitors  in  their  states  in  order  to 
detect  nuclear  radiation  in  case  of  radiological  warfare. 

In  the  next  few  months  Professor  Gilmer,  along  with 
Dr.  l\iul  M.  Gross,  Jr.,  of  the  Chemistry  Department 
of  the  University  of  Virginia,  will  set  up  a  training  center 
either  at  Hampden-Sydney  or  the  University  of  Virginia 
in  order  to  train  the  additional  monitois. 


Allen  Reunion  Well  Attended 

The  annual  reunion  of  the  Allen  family  was  held  on 
Sunday,  August  27,  with  150  present,  including  those  of 
Allen  descent  and  invited  guests.  The  meeting  was  held 
this  year  at  Lane's  Chapel,  across  Route  Fifteen  from  the 
home  of  Mr.  John  Henry  Allen,  of  the  Class  of  1910. 
Rev.  Mr.  G.  F.  Bell,  '01,  himself  of  the  Allen  clan,  con- 
ducted the  devotional  services  and  preached  the  sermon. 

When  Hampden-Sj'dney  was  established  as  a  college  in 
1775,  James  Allen,  Sr.,  was  one  of  the  founders.  He  also 
was  one  of  the  charter  trustees. 

At  a  time  during  the  early  history  of  the  College  when 
food  was  scarce,  it  was  James  Allen  who  joined  with 
Capt.  John  Morton  in  sending  food  to  the  campus  to 
satisfy  the  appetites  of  the  hungry  College  boys. 

Cary  Allen,  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  in  the 
Class   of    1788,   was   one   of  the   family.      Following   his 


graduation  he  became  the  first  missionary  to  Kentucky 
territory. 

Another  member  of  this  Allen  family  was  Col.  Charles 
Allen,  of  "Dover,"'  who  organized  a  company  -during  the 
Revolutionary  War  and  distinguished  himself  as  an 
officer.  He,  too,  was  a  charter  trustee  of  the  college. 
His  grandson,  Henry  W.Allen,  was  Governor  of  Louisiana 
during  the  war  of  1861-65. 

Many  others  of  the  name  and  blood  might  be  mentioned.

J.  B.  Massey,  Jr.,  New  Headmaster 
of  Norfolk  Academy 

James  Buckner  Massey,  Jr.,  "35,  on  luly  i,  1950,  be- 
came the  newly  elected  head  of  Norfolk  Academy.  As 
headmaster  he  succeeds  Mr.  A.  W.  Laughton  who  has 
retired  to  engage  in  further  graduate  studies. 

Mr.  Massey  attended  both  Hampden-Sydney  and 
Erskine  College,  graduating  from  the  latter  with  an  A.B. 
degree  in  1935.  He  holds  an  M.A.  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland,  and 
has  done  graduate  work 
at  Johns  Hopkins  Uni- 
versity. 

Since  graduation  from 
college,  Mr.  Massey,  ex- 
cept for  four  years 
as  a  Lieutenant  in  the 
United  States  Navy,  has 
spent  the  time  teaching 
in  public  and  private 
schools.  For  several  years 
he  taught  in  Farmvillc 
and  Crewe,  \'a.,  later 
joining  the  staff  of  Epis- 
copal High  School  at 
Alexandria,  Virginia.

Norfolk  Academy,  originally  founded  in  172S,  is  Nor- 
folk's oldest  school.

In  1946 
the  school  was  revived,  and  last  June  graduated  its  first 
class  since  the  war.  Three  of  these  recent  graduates  are 
enrolled  in  Hampden-Sydney's  present  Freshman  Class. 
In  going  to  Norfolk  Academy  Mr.  Massey  was  frank 
to  say,  "  I  do  not  have  any  panacea  for  the  education  of  a 
boy.  What  we  will  strive  for,  however,  is  good  character, 
integrity,  and  competence." 

Aside  from  his  training  and  experience,  Mr.  Massey, 
as  all  Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  will  agree,  is  well  fitted 
by  inheritance  to  teach.  His  father.  Dr.  James  Buckner 
Massey,  Professor  of  Bible  at  Hampden-S}'dney  for  thirt}-- 
two  years,  is,  in  the  minds  of  students  and  alumni,  a 
member  of  the  all-time  first  teaching  team  of  the  Hamp- 
den-Sydney Faculty. 

Mr.  Massey  and  his  wife,  formerly  Miss  Helen  Thomas 
Collings,  of  Crewe,  Virginia,  have  two  children,  James 
Buckner  Massey  III  and  Thomas  Collings  Massey.

First  Convocation  of  the  175th  Session 
Held  September  20,  1950 

The  first  college  convocation  of  the  one  hundred  and 
seventy-fifth  session  was  held  in  College  Church  Wed- 
nesday morning,  September  20. 

Dr.  W.  Mcllwaine  Thompson  pronounced  the  invo- 
cation asking  for  Divine  guidance  during  the  school  year. 

Following  the  opening  prayer,  the  Glee  Club,  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  T.  E.  Crawley,  '41,  rendered 
two  numbers  in  keeping  with  the  spirit  of  the  occasion. 
From  the  applause  which  followed,  all  were  impressed 
with  the  magnificent  roll  the  Glee  Club  has  come  to  play 
in  the  life  of  the  campus. 

President  Gammon  in  a  brief  address  stressed  the 
added  responsibilities  that  the  student  body  must  feel 
and  accept  in  the  midst  of  war.     He  then  administered 


the  oath  of  office  to  the  Student  Body  officers.  Taking 
the  oath  were  Alfred  A.  Adkins  HI,  '51,  President; 
Robert  S.  Hawks,  '52,  Vice  President;  and  C.  Reames 
Young,  '53,  Secretary. 

Dean  David  C.  Wilson  was  called  upon  to  review  the 
basic  understandings  existing  between  the  administra- 
tion and  students.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say,  that  in  his 
genial  but  forthright  manner,  nothing  was  left  unsaid 
needed  to  clarify  the  situation.   There  was  no  applause. 

Three  years  ago  the  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  Society 
announced  an  award  in  the  form  of  a  silver  cup  to  be 
given  to  the  outstanding  member  of  the  Freshman  class 
for  the  previous  session.  This  award  was  delivered  by 
A.  A.  Adkins  HI,  President  of  the  society  and  himself  a 
one  time  recipient  of  the  cup,  to  Charles  Reames  Young, 
son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  P'rederick  W.  Young,  '11,  of  Hebron, 
Va.  Reames  is  the  third  son  of  the  family  to  attend 
Hampden-Sydney,  and  bids  fair  to  carry  on  the  excellent 
records  made  by  his  two  brothers,  Frederick,  '44,  and 
Walter,  '49.

Student  of  1827  Shows  Unusual  Concern 
Over  College  Costs 

The  following  fragment  of  a  letter  written  by  a  dis- 
tinguished alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney  should  interest, 
not  only  Hampden-Sydney  men,  but  also  historians  of 
economic  conditions  in  Virginia  a  century  and  a  quarter 
ago.  The  original  is  in  the  possession  of  General  Edwin 
Cox,  a  great-grandson  of  the  writer.  General  Cox  is  Vice 
President  of  the  Virginia-Carolina  Chemical  Corporation, 
and  resides  at  "Holly  Hill,"  in  King  and  Queen  County. 
Thanks  are  due  to  General  Cox  for  his  kind  permission 
to  reproduce  the  fragment  in  The  Record  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni  Association. 

The  letter  is  addressed  to  Major  Henry  Cox,  of  Chester- 
field County,  by  his  son,  James  Henry  Cox,  who  was 
graduated  from  Hampden-Sydney  in  the  Class  of  1829. 
James  Henry  Cox  became  a  lawyer,  and  was  successively 
presiding  justice  of  Chesterfield  County,  and  the  first 
judge  of  the  county.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia 
Convention  of  1851,  he  acted  as  temporary  chairman  of 
the  Virginia  Secession  Convention,  and  was  a  member  of 
the  Virginia  Senate.    He  died  at  "Clover  Hill"  in  1877. 


The  text  of  the  fragment  runs  as  follows: 

Hampden-Sydney  College,  P.  E. 
December  loth,  1827 
Dr.  Pap.\: 

Having  reallized  a  college  life,  I  find  the  expenses  much 
greater  than  I  had  expected  or  you  are  aware  of.  For 
which  reason  I  take  the  present  opportunity  of  sending 
you  a  list  of  my  expenses  on  the  most  economical  scale, 
and  of  how  much  will  last  me  the  remaining  part  of  the 
session.  I  have  taken  great  care  to  keep  a  correct  account 
of  my  expenses,  both  for  your  speculation  and  my  own 
advantage.  Which  are  as  follows:  Tuition,  room  rent, 
servant's  hire,  and  deposit,  ^34.75;  board,  5554;  for  a  box 
of  candles,  $3;  paid  in  society,  ^3.25;  for  wood,  ^1.25; 
together  with  chairs  and  table,  $2.  All  of  which  amounts 
to  ninety-eight  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents.  The  other 
expenses,  which  I  have  not  yet  paid,  including  wood,  bed, 
washing,  and  five  dollars  which  each  member  of  the 
junior  class  has  to  pay  the  president  for  experiments  in 
chemistry,  amount  to  seventeen  dollars.  From  which  we 
can  infer  that  it  will  take  about  fifteen  more  than  I  at 
present  have  to  last  me  the  session. 

Mr.  Hudson  intends  to  come  here  at  Christmas,  by 
whom  I  wish  you  would  send  the  above  amount,  since  I 
expect  I  shall  be  in  want  of  money  to  defray  my  con- 
tingent expenses.  I  would  be  glad  if  you  would  let  Mr. 
Hudson  know  that  our  examination  comes  on  the  Thurs- 
day, Friday,  and  Saderday  before  Christmas,  at  which 
time  he  may  wish  to  come  up.  .  . 

Gifts  to  the  Library 

The  Library  is  indebted  to  Dr.  Fred  K.  Elder,  Captain, 
United  States  Navy  (Retired),  for  a  copy  of  his  address 
on  Stone'xall  Jackson,  delivered  before  the  Maryland 
Division  of  the  U.  D.  C.  on  April  25,  1950. 

A  sketch  of  the  Life  and  Work  of  James  Bh'the  was 
printed  in  The  Kaleidoscope  of  1941.  He  graduated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1788,  studying  for  the  ministr}',  and 
went  to  Kentucky.  He  became  President  of  Transylvania 
University,  and  was  then  called  to  Hanover  College, 
where  he  was  President,  1832-1836. 

A  portrait  of  Dr.  Blythe  is  at  Hanover  College,  and  at 
the  request  of  Dr.  Eggleston  a  photograph  (8  by  10  inches), 
taken  from  the  portrait,  has  been  received,  and  will  be 
framed  and  placed  in  the  Library. 

Miss  Mary  Dupuy  has  presented  to  the  College  Library 
four  pamphlets:    The  Christian  Soldier,  a  Sermon  by  Dr. 
R.  L.  Dabney,  delivered  in  1883,  at  the  funeral  of  Abram  1 
C.  Carrington;a  copy  of  the  Southern  Historical  Papers, 
December,  1877;  The  New  South,  a  discourse  by  Dr.  R.  L. 
Dabney,    delivered    in    June,    1882,  before    the  Literary 
Societies;   The  Cost  and  Outcome  0/  Negro  Education,  h\ 
Frank  G.  Ruffin,  printed  in  1889.    Abram  Carrington  was  i 
a  Lieutenant  in  the  C.  S.  A.,  and  was  killed  at  Frayser's  1 
Farm,  leading  his  company.     The  Library  is  grateful  for 
these  gifts. 

While    looking    through    some    old    letters.    Professor 
Macon  Reed  found  two,  "Rewards  of  Merit"  given  to 
William  Purnell  Dupuy,  one  on  June  29,  1854,  and  another' 
on  December  8,  1854.    These  were  presented  to  him  by 
his  teacher  when  he  was  nine  years  of  age. 

He  was  born  at  "Falkland,"  Prince  Edward  County,  on 
April  7,  1845;  entered  Hampden-Sydney  in  1861,  in  1863 
joined  the  Prince  Edward  County  Cavalry,  C.  S.  A.,  and 
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served  through  the  war.  He  was  a  farmer  and  merchant, 
and  served  for  three  terms  in  the  Virginia  House  of 
Delegates.  Moving  to  Roanoke,  he  served  for  one  term  in 
the  House  of  Delegates;  was  Postmaster  in  Roanoke  under 
President  Cleveland.  On  May  6,  iS68,  he  married  Miss 
Nelia  Booker.    He  died  in  July,  1904. 

These  ''Rewards  of  Merit"  have  been  given  to  the 
College  Library;  they  are  gratefully  received. 

Mrs.  George  Poindexter,  of  Greenwood,  Mississippi, 
has  sent  to  Dr.  Eggleston  sketches  of  John  Thomson 
Scott  and  his  brother, James  McClure  Scott,  who  were 
students  at  Hampden-Sydney  1830-31,  and  a  sketch  of 
Richmond  Lewis  Scott,  son  of  James  McClure  Scout. 

John  and  James  are  not  listed  in  Bagby's  General 
Catalogue.  Richmond  Lewis  is  listed  as  "Scott,  Lewis, 
C.  S.  A."  The  three  of  them  were  soldiers  in  the  C.  S.  A.i 
but  Lewis  enlisted  when  he  was  a  little  under  13  years 
of  age. 

Mrs'.  Poindexter  sent  the  original  receipts  given  by  the 
College  authorities  for  money  paid  for  "bed  and  washing"; 
for  "board"  at  the  Commons;  for  "board"  and  "wood"; 
for  "tuition,  room  rent,  servants'  hire,"  etc.,  for  the 
session  of  1830;  and  a  receipt  given  to  James  McClure 
Scott  in  1862,  when,  as  a  soldier,  he  bought  for  "Company 
A,  2d  Virginia  Cavalrymen  on  detached  service,"  24 
pounds  of  bacon  and  50  pounds  of  meal. 

The  request  made  of  Mrs.  Poindexter  (a  Scott  descend- 
ant) to  donate  to  the  College  these  original  receipts  was 
denied,  but  she  permitted  copies  to  be  made. 

AH  these  interesting  papers  have  been  placed  in  the 
Library.

Mrs.  W.  S.  Morton,  of  Farmville,  Virginia,  has  pre- 
sented to  the  College  Library  a  circular  letter,  dated 
F'armville,  \'a.,  "15th  Feb.,  1819,  signed  bv  C.  Stokes, 
R.  C.  Anderson,  N.  A.  Venable,  and  F.  N.  Watkins' 
Financial  Committee  of  H.  S.  College." 

The  circular  is  a  request  that  those  who  had  not  paid 
their  subscriptions  of  >?ioo  to  the  "Hampden  Sidney 
Scholarship  Fund,"  will  do  so  at  once,  with  interest  from 
1st  of  August,  1848.  The  circular  states  that  there  were 
600  subscribers,  but  does  not  state  how  many  had  failed 
to  pay.  The  subscriptions  had  been  due  for  "more  than 
six  months."  "Please  direct  your  replv  bv  return  mall  to 
Secretary  of  H.  S.  College,  Farnn  ille."'" 

Mrs.  Morton  has  also  presented  to  the  Library  an 
original  letter  of  July  I,  1876,  written  by  Prof.  Charles 
Martin  to  Hugh  Blair  Grigsby,  congratulating  Mr. 
Grigsby  on  his  address  at  the  Hampden-Svdnev  Cen- 
tennial in  June  of  that  year.  "You  excelled  yourself  in 
the  masterly  sketches  of  the  worthies  of  Hampden 
Sidney,"  he  says.  (These  sketches  were  published  in  our 
College   Magazine,   vol.    i,    1859,  as   "Memorabilia".) 

"Another  matter  to  which  I  cannot  feel  indiff'erent," 
says  Prof.  Martin,  "and  yet  one  which  I  reluctantly 
mention  ...  is  that  I  was  twice,  for  short  periods,  the 
Pres.  pro  tern,  of  the  College — once  in  1848  and  again 
in  1856-7." 

A  reading  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Board  of  1848  and 
1856-57  shows  beyond  doubt  that  Prof.  Martin  was 
President  pro  tem.,  as  he  states;  but  one  does  not  learn 
this  from  the  minutes.  Bagby,  in  his  General  Catalogue, 
page  27,  makes  no  mention  of  the  fact.  Morrison,  in  his 
Calendar  of  Board  Minutes,  cautiously  uses  the  language 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

On  July  31-August  I,  1848,  says  Morrison,  a  written 
contract  (was)  made  with  Prof.  Martin  to  provide  for 
"the  instruction  and  government  of  the  College  for  the 
next  year."  And  on  June  9,  1856-57,  Morrison  says, 
"By  invitation,  Prof.  Martin  was  called  on,  and  gave  "an 
account  of  the  state  of  the  College  in  the  interregnum."

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1950  Football  Season  Preview 

Fifty  men  answered  Coach  Morgan  J.  Tiller's  call  for 
early  practice  (up  at  6:00  a.  ni.)  September  the  first.  Late 
arrivals  on  the  opening  of  College,  September  the  eleventh, 
increased  the  squad  to  eighty-five  men. 

Confronting  a  nine-game  schedule,  Coach  Tiller, 
entering  his  fourth  season  with  the  Tigers,  predicted  that 
"considered  on  a  win  and  loss  basis  we  will  have  as  good 
a  team  as  last  year — maybe  better."  Last  year  the  Tigers 
rang  up  five  wins  against  four  losses.  Judging  from  the 
spring  practice  showing,  and  the  return  of  twenty-three 
lettermen,  Tiller's  remark  of  "maybe  better"  doesn't 
sound  overly  optimistic.  However,  when  losses  from  last 
year's  team  are  named  and  counted — Doug  Chapman, 
Bill  Wall,  Bill  Hunter  and  Robert  Osburn,  backs;  Baker 
Davenport,  Joe  Potts,  and  Dick  \'enable,  linemen — the 
prediction  "as  good  as  last  year"  in  itself  seems  a  bit  on 
the  wistful  side. 

As  has  been  the  custom  during  the  past  two  seasons,  the 
two-platoon  system  is  being  used.  In  this  connection  the 
Tigers  are  fortunate  in  the  fact  that  the  twenty-three 
returning  monogram  men  are  very  evenly  divided  in 
offensive  and  defensive  players.  As  far  as  holdovers  on 
the  team  alone  are  concerned,  the  downtown  quarter- 
backs, including  the  writer,  would  probably  start  the 
following  line-ups:

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I  In  addition,  the  coaching  staff  is  highly  impressed  with 
the  work  of  several  of  the  freshman  prospects  who  were 
.included  in  the  pre-season  call  to  practice.  Of  these 
Lewis  Dixon,  195-pound  tackle;  James  Monroe,'  180- 
pound  guard;  John  Clift,  165-pound  back;  James  Stokes, 
180-pound  end;  Samuel  Ferguson,  162-pound  back; 
Harold  Beachum,  178-pound  back;  Arthur  Garst,  175- 
pound  back;  and  Rives  Hardy,  165-pound  back,  are 
almost  certain  to  see  plenty  of  active  service. 

Other  candidates  showing  up  well  are  Thomas  Shoe- 
maker, who  has  returned  to  College  after  a  year's  absence, 
and  four  newcomers,  Harry  \'incent,  Austin  Alilner, 
William  Landis,  and  Robert  O'Connell. 

With  a  squad  of  veterans  well  versed  in  Tiller's  par- 
ticular version  of  the  "T"  formation  to  open  the  season, 
the  Tigers  appear  ready  to  employ  formation  variations 
and  a  greater  number  of  complex  plays  than  during  the 
past  years.  This  should  lead  to  an  even  more  wide  open 
brand  of  football  than  that  of  last  season,  which  was  so 
pleasing  to  football  fans. 

Again  Coach  Tiller  will  be  assisted  by  the  "Little 
General,"  Billy  Hay,  '42,  as  backfield  coach.  Coach  Billy 
McCann,  a  star  performer  for  the  University  of  \'irginia 
a  decade  ago,  will  handle  the  Junior  Varsity. 

The  nine-game  schedule  opening  with  Guilford  College, 
September  23,  is  about  the  same  as  that  of  last  year. 
Centre  and  Gallaudet  Colleges,  each  twice  defeated  by 
the  Tigers  in  the  past  two  seasons,  have  been  replaced  by 


Johns  Hopkins  University  and  Washington  College  of 
Chestertown,  Md.  Johns  Hopkins  will  furnish  the 
opposition  for  Home-Coming,  October  14. 

Five  teams  this  season  are  being  met  on  Death  Valley. 
Starting  times  for  all  home  games  will  be  at  2:30  p.  m., 
with  the  exception  of  the  Home-Coming  game  when  the 
kick-off  is  scheduled  for  2:00  p.  m.
